The year 1947 made modern 
history at the Alabama Polytech- 
nic Institute. 

Many are calling it one of the 
most progressive and eventful 12- 
month periods in Auburn’s 76- 
year history. 


But the year was not without 
its tragedy. On July 26, then pre- 
sident Luther Noble Duncan died 
and ended an era of 15 years 
financial and educational gains 
under his guidance. On Sept. 
6, death also claimed Dr. George 
Petrie, former dean of the Au- 
burn Graduate School and Head 
of the History Department. «

As a result of their work 
numerous epidemics have been 
checked, others prevented and 
over 200,000 of China’s livestock 
have been. immunized against 
disease.

School ek Avchitecte re 


There follows a continuation 
of Dean T. C. Bannister’s story 
concerning the progress and his- 
tory of the School: of Architec- 
ture. 


In. the last issue, Dean Ban- 
nister had been speaking of the 
four year curriculum, leading to 
the degree, Bachelor of Build- 
ing .Construction, . combining a 
thorough program in building 
construction, estimating, ane 
structural theory with a strong 
sequence in accounting, cost’con- 
trol, real estate, business law, and 
labor problems. Enroliment in 
Building Construction has grown 
phénominally to 134 students in. 
the Fall Quarter, 1947. Most of 
these students-are G.I.’s, many are 
the sons of contractors, and many 
have had song experience. 
building mechanics. In August, 
1947, the first graduates were 
eagerly sought and obtained ex- 
cellent positions. Auburn is one 
of the very few places in. the 
country providing such training, 
and the School takes pride in fos- 
tering a professional spirit in this 
field. It hopes that collegiate as- 
sociation between architeets and 
builders will later encourage close 
collaboration between design and 
erection and thus produce in years 
to come a more efficient building 
process and produet. 

Active Applied Arts Department 

Auburn’s. student architects 
likewise benefit from close assoc- 
jation with students and instruc- 
tors in curricula in Interior De- 
sign, Landscape Architecture, and 
the Applied Arts. The Department 
of Applied Ai'ts, ably headed by 
Professor Frank W. Applebee, has 
an outstanding staff of ten, each 
a practicing artist. The group has 
won. more than ‘its share of prizes 
in national and regional exhibi+ 
tions, has been especially active 
in furthering the cause of art in 
Alabama and the South, and has 
made Auburn a recognized and 


respected center of artistic acti-

vity. The Department makes a 
signal contribution to the School 
and the whole campus by arrang- 
ing an excellent ser‘es of local 
and traveling exhibits that attract 
a constant stream of students, 
teachers, townspeople, and visi- 
tors to the School gallery. 

In January. 1945, President 
Duncan requested the School to 
administer and expand the De- 
partments of Music and Dramatic 


Arts. The addition of these two ~ 


fields suggested the revision of 
our name to the School of Archi- 
tecture and the Arts and embark- 
ed us on a most startling deve- 
lopment. During the war, music 


at Auburn had practically disap-= 


peared, Since the appointment of 
Professor Hollace E. Arment in 
July, 1945, as head, the Depart- 
nent of Music has grown by 
leaps and bounds until now it has 
a staff of ten teachers and 535 
students. “This enrollment indi- 
cates that students all over the 
feampus are hungry for music. 
The amazing lack of music in the 
public schools of Alabama has lit= 
erally starved Alabama youth of 
this most satisfying avocation. The 
department enrolls an increasing 


‘number of students majoring in 


music many of whom plan in turn 
to. teach music in the public 
schools of the state. In so doing 
they will make an important con— 
tribution to the happiness of Alas 
bama citizens.
